The order is to keep an accurate 
count for one week of each and every 
piece of outgoing mail from the local 
office and the weight by classes as well 
as the totals. This includes all letters, 
postal cards, or other matter going at 
first 
class postage, circular letters, 
newspapers, packages, 
merchandise, 
etc 
The date for this oonnting begins at 
twelve o’clock, midnight, of October 
12th, and continues for seven days. 
The object is to gain accure infor­ 
mation to he used by the coming ses- 
•i* n of congress as a bassis of calcula­ 
tion in the passage of equitable ]>os 
tnl laws.

Indianapolis, Oct. 8.—Young men of 
Indiana who have b een wearing fine 
clothing and b urning up the country 
roads with fast horses and rub b er- 
tired rigs, and incidentally laughing 
good-naturedly and holding on to their 
money when the tax-collector called, 
are facing a day of reckoning. 
The state b oard of tax commission­ 
ers will take up the task of looking 
after the collection of thousands of 
dollars in taxes. 
Most of this is de­ 
linquent tax owed b y unmarried young 
men who from time to time have own­ 
ed property, b ut who have managed 
to evade the tax collector when he 
came around. 
A large proportion of 
it is poll tax. The state tax b oard b e­ 
lieves that every man. m arried aud 
unmarried, should pay his taxes. 
“It is the duty of the state tax 
b oard." said J. W. McCardle of the 
b oard, “to see to It that these taxes 
are collected. 
Treasurer Ensley of 
Marlon county 
is the first county 
treasurer to take up this question in 
earnest, b ut within a short time It will 
b e taken up with all of the county 
treasurers of the state. 
We are now- 
compiling information which will show 
the amount of personal property listed 
in the last assessment, and it will 
show that millions of dollars held b y 
the citizens of the state has escaped 
taxation. 
Our only way to proceed 
to collect this is to call it to the at­ 
tention of the county treasurers. The 
county treasurers will cause suit to 
b e b rought and the life of the man 
who has laughed at the tax commis­ 
sioner will b e one of misery until he 
pays up. 
“After suit has b een b rought and 
judgment ob tained it will b e possib le 
to garnishee his wages, and in case 
his coat is found off his b ack It can 
b e taken.

Oct. 8.—Testimony that 
railroads purchased their lubricating 
oils from the Standard Oil company at 
prices that were higher than those of 
its competitors were heard in the 
federal suit for the dissolution of the 
so-called oil trust. 
Philip Harrison, 
manager of the New York Lubricating 
Oil company , which was engaged in a 
long strife with the Standard in the 
lubricating oil industry , was on the 
witness stand all day Monday and 
testified that though the products of 
his company had proven satisfactory 
to the railroad» and’ were sold at 
prices under the Standard's figures, 
the railroads declined to renew their 
contracts with the New York Lubri­ 
cating Oil company . 
Mr. Harrison said he was never 
openly told by the railroad officials why 
the contracts were not entered into 
again, but he had a well-defined idea 
of the cause. 
The New York Lubricating Oil com­ 
pany entered into a contract in 1903 
to supply the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad for a period of two y ears, said 
Mr. Harrison, and six 
mo n th s before 
the contract expired Presid en t Milton 
Smith of the railroad informed the oil 
company that it need not endeavor to 
obtain a renewal of the contract. 
Mr. Harrison testified th at h e had 
informed President Smith th at if h e 
was permitted to bid fo r th e business 
h e was p rep ared to red u ce th e p rice 
of engine oil fro m th e cu rren t co n tract 
price.
